REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES. 


The trustees of the public library have the honor to sub- 
mit their seventeenth annual report. In so doing it is a 
‘matter of much satisfaction to state that as the years go by 
it becomes more apparent that the institution is a most im- 
portant factor in the educational life of the community. 

This is evidenced by the use made of its privileges by 
‘pupils and teachers of the public schools as well as others 
who come to the loan desk seeking information upon a wide 
range of topics. 

Notwithstanding the library was Aeon five heatless 
Mondays and more than a month during the influenza 
epidemic the circulation was up to the standard of former 
years. 

The record shows that 17,716 books were withdrawn and 
1,446 magazines loaned. 


FINANCES. 


During the past fiscal year the official management had 
more funds to use in meeting the demands of the institution 
than ever before. This came about by a larger appropria- 
tion by the town and the:gift of three hundred dollars by 
Mrs. Georgia A. Carpenter of Manchester. 

How it has been used is shown by the annexed report of 
the treasurer. In its expenditure it was endeavored to meet 
the interests of all departments in the best manner possible. 

The installation of electric lights a year ago has made the 
system of lighting far more convenient and lessened the ex- 
pense of service one half of that heretofore. 


Books. 


Nearly five hundred volumes have been added at a cost of 
four hundred and sixty-four dollars and twenty-four cents. 
An effort was made to meet the tastes of all readers. Es- 
pecial attention was given to meet the demands of little 
readers. Considerable many more books were purchased 
for them than for adult readers. 
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It must be borne in mind that the cost of books has in- 
creased during the past two or three years to the extent that 
one hundred dollars will not purchase more than seventy- 
five or eighty dollars would before the war started. 

Had it not been for the larger appropriation by the town 
and the gift of Mrs. Carpenter it would not have been pos- 
sible to give the usual service and meet the ioe of 
the library. i

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Pittsfield: 


I submit herein my fourth annual report as superintend- 
ent of schools. 


REPAIRS. 


The chimney at the South Pittsfield schoolhouse has been 
rebuilt and the underpinning reset. Minor repairs at the 
Memorial and Grammar buildings have been made. I 
recommend an appropriation for the purpose of reconcreting 
around the Grammar building and laying a sewer from the 
Memorial building directly to the river. Also the out- 
houses at Jenness Pond, South Pittsfield and Upper City 
need attention. 


PRIZE SPEAKING CONTEST. 


The fifth annual Carpenter prize speaking contest of the 
Pittsfield High School was holden April 19. The selections 
were well chosen, participants well trained and the keen 
competition for the prizes elicited the finest distinctions on 
the part of the judges. The Board of Judges, composed of 
Supt. George W. Sumner, Prof. Charles E. Moors, and Rev. 
Walter Scott, D.D., assigned the first prize to Elsie Lucille 
Page; the second to Lucy Maria Osgood; the third, to Etta 
Edwina Elkins. 


GRADUATION. 


On June 15th occurred the annual graduation of the 
Pittsfield High School. A class of twelve were graduated. 
Every member of the class took part. The essays and 
orations were timely, cleverly written and showed much 
depth of thought and investigation. Every part was given 
in a manner highly pleasing to an appreciative audience and 
reflected much credit on Head Master Parker and his 
assistants. The graduates were: Emma E. Adams, Lester 
S. Emerson, Nathan J. Goss, Pauline E. Hall, Franklin S. 
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Harvey, Grace D. Jenkins, Doris 8. Mack, Mary J. Max- 
field, Albert E. Page, Marion C. Richardson, Roland A. 
Smith and Louise E. Sweet. 


CHANGES OF TEACHERS. 


George W. Parker, who had been head master of our 
High School for two years, resigned at the close of the spring 
term in order to accept a similar position as head master of 
Conant High School, East Jaffrey, N. H. Also Mrs. 
Katharine Sheehan, who had been Principal of the Memorial 
School several years, resigned to accept the principalship of 
the Tilton Grammar School, Tilton, N. H. Mr. L. E. 
Brown, instructor in agriculture, was drafted into the army. 
These positions were filled by the election of Daniel G. 
Aldrich, head master of High School and instructor of 
agriculture, Miss Eva Williams, head of the English depart- 
ment and Barbara D. Sawyer, principal of Memorial School. 


HicH ScHOOL. 


Head Master D. G. Aldrich reports as follows: 

‘‘ Although this year has been greatly handicapped by the 
influenza epidemic and shortage of teachers, it has not 
caused a serious effect on the High School. 

‘“‘Seventy-four students registered, at the beginning of 
the school year as follows: Seniors 12, Juniors 16, Sopho- 
mores 16, Freshmen 30. 

“Twenty-two per cent chose the Academic Course, 
thirty-four per cent, the Domestic Arts, and forty-four per 
cent, the Agricultural. 

“There was a change in the Domestic Arts and Agricul- 
tural Courses in order to meet the Federal requirements but 
the work has progressed in a very gratifying manner. Dur- 
ing the fall term an exhibit was held in the High School hall 
by the Manual Training, Domestic Arts and Agricultural 
Departments. 

‘‘Even though this was the first of its kind, a good variety 
was entered by each. 

“We have been fortunate in having with us three of the 
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former instructors, also Miss Eva Williams, head of the 
English Department, whose report follows: 

‘The aim of the work in English is to develop power of 
expression and to increase intelligence and appreciation, 
particularly by the study of the best literature. | 

‘The first of these ends is sought in every English recita- 
tion, whether by three minute talks, by the pupil’s presenta- 
tion of his own themes, by reading, by declamation or de- 
bate. Care is given to clearness and correctness of speech 
and also to the attitude and general appearance of the 
speaker. Written work contributes to the same end. 
Letters, descriptions, stories, expositions are simply oppor- 
tunities for the student to express himself clearly, correctly 
and forcibly. 

‘Acquaintance with the best literature is promoted by 
various means. The reading and study of the English 
classics introduces the pupil to some of the noblest works in 
our language. The history of English and American Litera- 
ture displays to him a wealth of reading that might well 
crowd out the frivolous and the cheap; it arouses in him an 
interest in the struggles and successes of the authors; and 
it calls forth respect for our mother tongue. The formal 
report of one book a month from a selected list causes the 
pupil to know the better class of stories, and, more than this, 
to find that there are other delightful kinds of reading, such 
as books of travel, native books and biographies. But 
books do not comprise all our reading, and so we acquaint 
the pupil with as great and good a variety of magazines and 
newspapers as possible and endeavor here as elsewhere to 
lead him higher. 

‘All our efforts in the way of reading are greatly helped 
by the well selected library in the High School and the good 
assortment of English texts and particularly by the excellent 
Carpenter Library and the unfailing helpfulness of the 
librarian and his assistant. 

“To enrich the personality and to perfect its expression is 
the aim of all education, and this is true to no small pS aye 
of the study of English.’ 
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“In the French classes, Miss Welch is placing special 
emphasis on Conversational French. Her aim is to give 
(1) a practical study of French pronunciation with phonetic 
drill; (2) the practical study of French Grammar; (3) a 
direct conversational method entirely in French for acquir- 
ing pure rhythmic, idiomatic French by oral and written 
drill. Much better results have been shown by this 
method. 

“With the efforts of Miss Sweet, we are i epi oi i to 
make music an important feature in our school program. 
At present, all students are required to meet one period a 
week for part singing. In addition to this, there is a male 
chorus which rehearses weekly with the view of re-establish- 
ing a High School Glee Club.” 

Miss Greenleaf submits the following report of the 
Domestic Arts Department: 

‘‘ At the beginning of the fall term, seven pupils regizter ed 
for Cooking and Sewing, six for Household Appliances and 
Home Nursing, five for Household Organization and 
Management. 

‘‘Later it was found necessary to make a change, so the 
two classes, one in cooking and sewing and one in Home 
Nursing were united with the classes in Household Appli- 
ances and Household Organization and Management 
respectively. 

“In November, at the High School hall, an exhibit of 
about 40 articles of sewing and 125 jars of canned goods was 
held. 

‘The course in Household Appliances includes the study 
of principles underlying the various Beanie used in the 
home. 

‘‘Such appliances are studied as are involved in the sys- 
tems of plumbing, heating, lighting and power, also those 
involved in the kitchen, the laundry; the sewing room and 
the dairy. 

“The course in Household Organization involves, first 
the problem of getting the home organized and in shape to 
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be run, secondly the actual managing of the home after it 
is organized. 

‘“Hach member of the class has already drawn the first 
and second floor plans of a house, such as she would like to 
be manager of. Now she will take up the problem of fur- 
nishing the house and later that of managing it. 

“The Agricultural Course has been entirely revised this 
year to meet the Federal requirements. The aim is to do 
very little text-book teaching and instead come in first-hand 
contact with the fundamental facts of Agriculture. The 
fields, pastures, groves, orchards and gardens are the real 
text-books. And if this work is not conducted by actual 
observation, the educational value is lost and the informa- 
tion given not permanently retained. 

“Tt is neither pedagogical nor scientific to tell a student 
what he can find out for himself. It takes away both the 
incentive and the necessity for experimental work, to fore- 
tell the results. 

‘““As the state requires seventy-five per cent of the Agri- 
cultural term spent out of doors on a project, each student 
in Advanced AcriMlture has chosen a winter project. The 
following are some of the individual projects: 


Care and management of 300 hens

“The other twenty-five per cent of the students’ time is 
given over to the theoretical side of Agriculture, for while 
one cannot acquire farm experience from text-books, it is 
possible to gain from this source much of the general informa- 
tion which is lacking.” 


SEWING AND WaR ACTIVITIES. 


Mrs. Sheehan, principal of Memorial School, reports as 
follows for the spring term: 

‘‘A call came from the local Red Cross asking for help in 
fitting out the comfort bags for the soldier boys. The three 
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articles desired were button bags, pin balls and needle books 
with stiff covers. The material for this work was donated. 
The girls entered into the spirit of this work far more 
earnestly than in sewing for themselves. Comfort pillows 
were made and knitting was kept up, odd bits of yarn being 
brought from the home baskets to make afghan squares for 
the boys in camp. 

“No attempt was made to have pupils make pretty 
things for themselves as formerly because the larger ele- 
ment of service to others was of paramount importance 
to American children. 

“‘In regard to other war activities constant ‘appeals were 
coming for help and in every case the boys and girls of 
Memorial School responded doing their bit in a most 
generous and willing manner.”’ 


Report by Barbara D. Sawyer: 

“The sewing for this fall has been conducted along 
various lines such as princess-slips, dish towels, napkins, 
dust-cloths, bags for dust-cloths, sewing-bags, and knitting 
bags. Several sofa pillow tops have been embroidered, 
doilies, and a collar and cuff set. Some of the crocheted 
articles are yokes, doilies, lace, and insertion. Many have 
knit slip-on sweaters, some with sleeves, others without; 
also caps, wash-cloths and mittens. Several have made 
tatting. All have worked on bags for the Red Cross. 

“Through the kindness of the Red Cross, we have had 
the use of a sewing-machine, which gave all the pupils a 
chance to become familiar with it. 

“The pupils of the Memorial Building have $300 in Lib- 
erty Bonds and $415.25 in Thrift Stamps. 

“In November a Victory Campaign was started by the 
boys and girls, each pledging to give a certain sum of money 
for the War Work. The pledges amount to $56.50.” 

Mrs. Georgia M. Davis reports as follows for grades VI 
and VII in sewing: 

‘Because of the high cost and scarcity of materials, sew- 
ing has been made as practical as possible this year. By 
the co-operation of the parents, the value of such work is 


68 


greatly increased. Therefore, the children are advised to 
consult their mothers about each new project, and to make 
only such articles as are necessary and useful. By this 
plan, all instruction is individual, a disadvantage with a 
large class, as only a few minutes can be devoted to each 
child. The results, we hope, are not measured by the 
actual work accomplished, but by the gradual increase in 
skill, and by the habits of industry acquired. 

‘‘A partial list of the articles so far completed shows the 
variety of the work: Princess slips, pillow slips, sewing 
bags, knitting bags, night dresses, middy blouses, petticoats, 
tea aprons, kitchen aprons, dust caps, boudoir caps, bed- 
room slippers, and many useful knitted and crocheted 
articles. 

‘““Red Cross work has consisted mostly of soldiers’ knit 
sets and knitted face cloths.”’ 

Miss Dora E. Page, principal of Grammar building re- 
ports as follows: 

‘Instead of following the regular course of sewing, as 
formerly, we have subordinated this to Red Cross activities. 
The pupils have gladly given much of their time and money 
in helping this organization. During the year several boxes 
of pillow fillings were prepared and many face cloths and 
a few mufflers were knitted. The boys, in their spare 
moments assisted in this work. 

‘‘Each girl completed during the year, either a tea or a 
kitchen apron, and either a dish towel, pillow case, or hand- 
kerchief.”’ 


Thrift Stamps. <A large per cent of the pupils in grades 
one, two, three, four and five organized a thrift stamp club. 
This club under the name of Grammar School Thrift Club, 
became affiliated with the National War Savings Com- 
mittee. Up to January 1, 1919, its members bought 2,064 
thrift stamps costing $516.

We had two hundred sixty-nine children sign pledge cards 
to raise war gardens last spring and in spite of the fact of a 
frost every month of the year one hundred thirty-four re- 
ported the successful completion of their garden projects, 
yielding in value $1,970. The demand on the children for 
the coming year will be still heavier, if they are to do their 
share in feeding the world during the winter of 1919-20. 
Already we have seven of our rooms organized for the coming 
season, with a captain and two lieutenants to each room, 
and one hundred fifty-two already enlisted in war garden 
army. ‘The work the coming year will be better organized, 
more closely supervised and we trust will yield a big increase 
over last year’s record. 

We have correlated all our war activities with the school 
studies in such a way that no work has suffered thereby but 
rather they have served as stimuli and motor agencies to in- 
crease the childs interest, activity and development in 
every phase of mental life. 
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Music. 


Miss Harriet Sweet submits the following report: 

‘‘From the Music Supervisors’ Journal we quote: ‘Music 
is the one great universal language understood, loved, and 
used by every nation engaged in the great struggle—friend 
or foe. 

‘Music is the greatest single factor atic will soonest 
heal the wounds of strife and bring the whole world into a 
new relation of real brotherhood. 

‘The schools of all nations, but especially those of free 
America, must teach the new lesson of each for all and all 
for each—and music, the common tone in the new harmony 
of Nations, is more valuable than text or sermon, bell or 
book, treaty or diplomacy in reaching the hearts of all our 
citizens, old or new, and helping all to sing a mighty paean 
of praise for our great Nation.’ 

‘“The New Progressive Series which was introduce into 
the lower ‘grades in January, 1917, is now successfully being 
used in all of the Grades and is proving itself to be most 
valuable. 

‘‘The interest in music, as a real study and accomplish- 
ment, which this course has awakened in every grade with- 
out exception, and in every pupil, almost without exception, 
is really quite remarkable—particularly in the eighth grade 
where the course is being used for the first time this year. 
The change in the attitude of heretofore uninterested 
pupils is especially noticeable. It would be a source of 
encouragement and inspiration to teachers and pupils, as 
well as myself, if those who are interested in the work which 
is being done in music in our schools would visit the classes. 
It is the only way in which it is possible to realize what is 
actually being accomplished. 

‘There is a certain amount of work laid out for each 
month, equal attention being given to tone, time and 
theory problems. Then the application of these “Three T’s’ 
of music in real song singing. The pupils are as anxious to 
keep the work up to date as the teachers and in spite of the 
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fact that we have been so seriously handicapped by illness 
this year, nearly every class has made up the lost work so 
that it is now doing the regular work for the month. And 
this has been done without much effort for the simple reason 
that we are all interested and working together and other 
work becomes a pleasure under these conditions. 

“The results in High School are as much as we can pos- 
sibly expect under present conditions: namely, a large per 
cent of the pupils have never had music before and we spend 
only one thirty-five minute period a week on the work. 
Owing to the interest and effort of Principal Aldrich an 
extra period has been arranged for some of the boys, which 
we hope will eventually develop into a Glee Club. 

‘Our national leaders in education, recognizing music of 
great value as an essential element in the development 
of the brain and character and a producer of happiness, as 
any other special study, are making a nation-wide effort to 
so standardize music in high schools that credits may be 
secured for graduation, also credits for outside study under 
private teachers. When this is accomplished, as it surely 
will be, I feel confident that our grade pupils who will then 
be in our high school will be prepared for the change—be 
ready to reap the benefits of it and so make an excellent 
record for our Pittsfield High School. 

“The war has clearly demonstrated that music is one of 
the most powerful forces affecting our lives. The big 
problem before us is to know how to avail ourselves of the 
impetus which the war has given to music and to carry this 
impetus over into civil life. 

“To accomplish this, teachers, pupils and all citizens 
must be united in their efforts to make music realize its 
highest mission.”’ 


MANUAL TRAINING. 


The manual training department has been under the 
organization and instruction of Howel A: Potter. Mr. 
Potter believing that dexterity of hand, mental efficiency and 
gentlemanly manners are inseparably involved in the making 
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of a good and useful citizen has placed strong emphasis on 
discipline. His policy has reflected a wholesome influence 
on the pupils in all the grades, a neat and tidy appearance in 
‘the work-rooms, a manly bearing at the bench and given 
better results in finished products. Instruction has been 
given to all the grades from the fifth up through the high 
school. - Problems and projects have been of the practical 
farm nature. Stronger emphasis has been placed on a 
higher finish to projects and investigations into details that 
will help the pupil in adjusting himself to the ordinary condi- 
tion of farm life. Valuable lectures based on practical 
experience have been given on house painting both interior 
and exterior and on wood and iron work. 

_We invite your personal inspection and feel that the 
high quality of work will please you. Certainly it is com- 
parable with work done elsewhere in the state. We append 
a partial list of projects completed during the last year, while 
many others are under construction: 1 tool chest, 1 piano 
stool, 1 library table, 7 boxes of soil testers, 1 bulletin 
board, 2 folding saw horses, 1 ax handle, 4 whippletrees, 2 
stove pokers (large size), 4 stove pokers (small size), 2 
step-ladders, 1 extension ladder, 2 book racks, 2 coat hangers, 
1 double runner, 1 farm level, 2 towel racks, 12 hammer 
handles, 1 picture frame, 3 milking stools. Also a large 
amount of repair work has been done to the school property 
and furniture. 


Drake ATHLETIC FIELD. 


The Drake Athletic Field has been a centre of educational 
activity during the spring, summer and fall seasons of 1918. 

The maxims that education consists of “ Complete Living”’ 
or the “Development of a sound mind within a sound 
body,’’ have been forcibly impressed. on us through the 
activities carried on here during the past season. 

The grounds have been under the care of Frank D. Osgood 
who has kept them well trimmed and tidy in appearance. - 

They have served not only for the athletic activities of the 
high school during spring and fall terms but also have been a 
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royal gymnasium for our boys and girls during the summer 
season. For eight weeks, classes in basket-ball, croquet, 
tennis, swimming, folk dances and other activities were 
ably carried on under the organization and instruction of 
Miss Elizabeth Scott. Besides the grounds served as the 
arena for many a sharply contested battle in the great Amer- 
ican sport; baseball, and also as a training ground for our, 
loyal Home Guards. | 

You will notice in our financial report that with the ex- 
ception of Miss Scotts’ salary, all the expenses of this in- 
stitution have been paid through the generous donations of 
Mrs. Georgia Carpenter to whom in behalf of the people of 
Pittsfield we extend our appreciation and gratitude. Weare 
proud of this Park not only on account of its grandeur, 
aesthetic value and usefulness but also because we believe 
it a most potent factor in the great Americanization plan of 
our country. | 


NiGut SCHOOL. 


Through the exhortations of Frank 8. Streeter in the 
interests of Americanization supplemented by the efforts of 
Prof. Everett Clark and Superintendent Burke, Secretary 
of Board on Americanization, your school board authorized 
me to institute a night school. We began January 18, 
holding two sessions a week, Tuesday and Thursday eve- 
nings. At the time of writingeighteen pupils have registered. 
Professor Aldrich is acting as principal and is ably assisted 
by Mrs. Georgia Davis and Miss Barbara Sawyer. The 
subjects taught are Algebra, English, Arithmetic, Reading 
and Writing: Much interest has been aroused and I 
believe Pittsfield will not meet her full responsibilities to 
her foreign born citizens until she opens all her vocational 
courses to them, viz. sewing, cooking and manual training. 


IN GENERAL. 


- Four years ago, your school board inaugurated a change in 
the curriculum of the high school by the introduction of two 
new courses, viz.: Agriculture and Domestic Arts. During 
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the last four years we have been developing and adjusting 
ourselves to these new conditions. Last September we 
began for the first time with four classes following these ac- 
tivities. The war interfered greatly in our Agricultural 


Course on account of the dearth of teachers and high salaries . 
demanded by those available. At times we were near the | 


. point of hanging up our course until the war was over or 
letting it die a natural death but wisely I feel we persevered, 
believing it was easier, in the language of a physician, to 
resuscitate a convalescent patient than to revive a dead 
corpse. Last September Deputy State Superintendent 
Whitcher told us that of the thirty high schools in the state 
maintaining agricultural courses only ten had been able to 
procure teachers. Therefore, we feel like congratulating 
ourselves in obtaining our efficient head master and instruc- 
tor in agriculture. In fact, all departments of the English, 
French, Domestic Arts, Agriculture and classics are under 
specialized instructors and we can report highly successful 
work in their respective departments. Last winter, we 
applied for Federal aid and have been trying to meet condi- 
tions of the Smith-Hughes Act. Some of the principal 
features are (1) that the instructor be hired for a year of 
twelve months; (2) that his salary be paid monthly; (3) 
that a public exhibit be held yearly; (4) that he devote 50 
per cent of his time in the field to practical agricultural 
work. Last year we received $305.47 Federal aid. We ex- 
pect about $700 this year. While it is not in our jurisdic- 
tion yet we would express our appreciation of the extensive 
improvements by Trustees to the Academy building and 
increased facilities for teaching at an expense of nearly 
$4,000 dollars. 

In the grades for two years we have been adjusting our- 
selves to the new state course of study and incidentally for a 
transition of the seventh and eighth grades into a Junior 
High School. If the School Board deem it wise, this can be 
done next September with little jar to our educational 
structure. 
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It seems unnecessary, after reading the reports of our 
various teachers to call your attention to our war activities. 
However, we feel that our school children by their efforts 
in the War Gardens, Junior Red Cross, Junior Four-Minute 
Men, War Saving Societies, Victory Boys and Girls have 
done their bit not only to make the World safe for Democ- 
racy butalso aided in that larger and more extended struggle, 
that which is peculiarly American, to make Democracy safe 
for the World. | 

At a meeting of the school board held January 27, it was 
voted that a requisition for text-books and scholars’ sup- 
plies be $1,000 for the fiscal year ending Aug. 31, 1920, and 
for flags $25. Such is the estimate and request of the board. 

In closing, permit me to express my sincere appreciation 
of the loyal and friendly co-operation of teachers, and of the 
unfailing support and encouragement of the School Board 
and citizens. Indeed, the steady progress in all phases of 
school development is the result of this co-operation.
